Americans to Libya 


American troops from the deserts of Cali- 
fornia will go, may already be on the way, to 
the deserts of Africa. 

No arinouncement has been made, but it is 
inevitable. They must go there to bolster the 
English who have been driven back into Tobruk. 
There is no other choice. 

Egypt must be held if the war is to be won. 
If it is not held, it is not an exaggeration to 
say this generation might not see any actual 
end to this war. 

Japan and Germany can make a juncture 
through Egypt. , 

If they do make such a juncture, Germany 
will have what she now lacks in some measure, 
rubber, oil and certain metals. Japan will have 
what she now lacks, coal, iron and certain 
metals. If this juncture is made, the Axis 
powers cannot be hurt by blockade. They can 
step up their production to a point far beyond 
what they now have. They can subjugate China 
and begin to use the great labor and materials 
resources of that vast vountry. India would be 
impossible to hold. The Suez would fall into 
enemy hands. The enemy could be hurt only 
at great cost and by attacks launched from 
far distant bases. Egypt must be held. 

Not since the early days after the retreat 
from Greece and Crete has the war outlook been 


as bad. 
And this and more has brought Winston 


Churchill to Washington. His talks will embrace 
all phases of the war. The possibility of a 
second front, never much o& a possibility for 
1942, will be discussed. A daring attempt might 
be made in an effort to withdraw troops from 
the Russian front. That is doubtful. The ships 
to transport a million men, the many days 
required for moving them; the many fighters 
and bombers necessary to control the air for 
such an effort, unfortunately are not yet ready. 

Our men must go to Libya to prevent a 
third front by Germany, not to open one. The 
summer will demand the best in us. 

It should shame us a bit that it should be 
us, at home, who should need the encourage- 
ment. Every report from every battle shows 
that the soldiers, sailors and marines fight as 
our men always have fought. 

It is likely to be a summer in which the 
voice of the appeaser will be heard again. We 
can fight that while our men fight on foreign 
fields and seas.

JAPANESE CONCEPTS One of the false concepts which 
makes for much maudlin talk is that 


the ideal of democracy is international, 

It isn't. When the 33-year-old Thomas Jefferson sat down and 
wrote the Declaration of Independence he was 
putting into words a concept which man had 
never before been able to see 

Men had fought for the ideal before Men 
had died for it. But there it was in words 

They flamed around the world. 

The shot fired at Concord was heard around 
the world. 

But history has neglected to say that only 
here and there did the flame start other flames. 
Only here and there did the sound of the shot 
awaken in great reverberating echoes. 

The Far East always has had a concept of 
the rights of the ruler. 

One of the things that writers, strategists 
and philosophers forget is that after a few 
centuries a concept gets into the chromosomes. 
Once it gets there it is difficult to get it out. 

When the flame of democracy was going 
around the world the billions of the great land 

mass of Asia may have lifted dull eyes to the skies. But, after all, 
a flame soon passes. When the sound of the brittie-dry scattered 
volley of the farmers’ rifles at Concord sounded on the air, the 
sound was like the breaking of dry sticks by the time it reached 
the Far East. 

The concept there always has been that of the rights of the ruler. 

It is that concept which Japan now seeks to revive. 


DANGER IN CHINA China had, and has, its appeasers. 


China has its great depressed agricul- 
tural classes. Pearl Buck and Lin Yu Tang have written of them 
as writers have written of our own sharecroppers, our own “Grapes 
of Wrath” people. 

Many of the great landowners of China do not to this day 
approve of the Chinese fight against Japan. They believe in ap- 
peasing to hold their own power, just as there were those who 
helped Hitler along in Germany, thinking they would save their 
own property; just as there were those in the Churchill government 
who did, and believed, in the same manner. 

The Chinese always had a concept of totalitarianism. Not de- 
mocracy. Their concept was less severe because it was a gov- 
ernment by bureaus and by common sense rather than by an army. 
This was why the Christian religion, which is a great radical and 
revolutionary force anywhere in the Far East, was so resisted by 
the rulers and the people in that great mass of land and islands 
of the Far East. 

Japan, knowing that this concept exists, believes that if she 
can set up authority and crush the Chinese armies, China will 
accept the authority. The idealist will shriek in denial. The realist 
will admit the soundness of the plan. 

The same would apply to India and this, too, the Japanese know. 

That is why it has been so important to keep the flame burning 
in China. That is why the task of this country, fighting from the 
exterior lines, is so vast and so difficult. China might quit if all 
help is closed off. Japan knew this when she made her plans. 


JAPANESE NATIONALISM

Japan and China fought a six-year war beginning in 1592. 
Japan overran Korea because it was—a dagger to her heart. That 
is an old phrase. (Bennett Clarke and the isolationists used it 
when they said fortifying Guam would be like putting a dagger 
to Japan’s heart.) 

Japan bogged down six years in Korea. 

Oddly enough it was the Korean navy which won the war. 
It was a better navy than Japan's and in 1598 Japan was driven 
out of Korea. (She got it years later from Russia.) 

In 1630 Japan considered a conquest of the Philippines. It is 
likely Japan could have done so. Spain was not likely to have 
been able to send enough help. 

At about that same time Japan did take Formosa from 
Dutch. 

This. I put down to-demonstrate the intense nationalism of the 
Japanese, 

It is an evil nationalism. It is stronger now than ever before. 
It is but natural that millions in Asia shold be impressed by 
Japan’s gains. The Far Eastern mind likes to feel that strength is 
about it. China, even if not conquered, might adopt the totalitarian 
system. 

That this influence is not theoretical may be seen by the evi- 
dence in Siam, Burma and in other sections of the Pacific. 

That it failed in the Philippines, where the men of that country 
fought shoulder to shoulder with our own, is the one great tribute 
to us and to the ideal of democracy. The Philippines believed in it. 

It is an ideal and the light of it does not burn in as many hearts 
and minds as you might think. That is why it is dangerous to re- 
gard the Asiatics as wanting it.

My Dear Louise: 

Those who read the Bible only as literature, for the beauty of 
its language and poetic images, frequently come across incidents so 
human and natural and artless that even the most skeptical must 
say: “I know that happened.”

The father, weeping and desperate, cried: ‘Lord, I believe'” 
But even his grief and desperation could not overcome his intel- 
lectual honesty, and he added: “Help thou my unbelief.” 

There are millions of people like him today. They yearn to 
believe. They would give anything for absolute and unquestioning 
faith. But belief is easy only in childhood, before the mind has 
hardened into set patterns. 

They do not flatly disbelieve; but their minds are troubled by 
gnawing doubts, placed there by the shrewd criticism of agnostics 
or by their own little knowledge of science. 

They need the comfort of faith now as never before in their 
lives; but when they try to believe, their perverse minds recall! the 
old reasons for doubting and they must convince themselves—or 
try to convince themselves—by argument. 

I don’t believe it can be done. Doubts cannot be overcome. even 
at your age, except by faith. 

One who doubts, and wishes to believe, must build his faith on 
the bedrock of humility. He should say to himself in all honesty: 
“What am I that I should require the Creator of the universe to 
give me proof of His existence? Am I God’s judge, to decide for or 
against Him? Every plan I make is Dased on faith in the unseen 
and unknown. Why, then, should I deny myself the faith that 
would give me peace and courage?” 

We cannot force ourselves to believe anything, but we can refuse 
to entertain doubts as we refuse to entertain evil thoughts. We can 
say, with the distracted father: “Lord, I believe; help thou my 
unbelief.” And by trying to believe, and living by that belief, we 
can develop the habit of faith.

A Letter Smuggled 
Out of Norway 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


NEW YORK, Thursday.—I left Washington yesterday afternoon 
and reached New York City in time to have a few friends dine with 
me. They took me to see a musical comedy called “By Jupiter,” in 
which Ray Bolger is most amusing. After- 
wards, we stopped in for a few minutes at the 
stage door canteen. It is certainly crowded and 
the boys in all the services seem to have a very 
good time there. 

I am on my way to Hyde Park this morning, 
where I intended to be earlier this week. It is 
only a short trip and I expect to be back in 
Washington by Friday evening. 

Some one wrote me the other day about the 
Sharon Sanitorium in Sharon, Mass., where for 
over four years they have been trying the open 
air treatment for children suffering from rheu- 
matic diseases. Rheumatic fever often causes Te LE 
heart disease and many children die or are crippled for life by this 
disease, which Dr. Paul De Kruif has so often written about. The 
Sharon Sanitarium does not claim to have found a cure, but hopes 
it is on the road to constantly improved treatment. One cannot help 
being interested in efforts of this kind. , 

The more I hear of children in Europe and in other parts of the 
world, the more I fear that for a generation we shall see many of 
the diseases brought on by privation, hunger and strain, crippling 
children all over the world. It is difficult to see how one can do 
much about it at the present time, and yet I hope we shall not be 
forced completely to abandon what feeding we have been able to do. 

How magnificent is the courage of people in all of these countries! 
In Carl Sandburg’s column the other day, he quoted a letter smug- 
gled out of Norway, written by a man just out after three and a 
half months in prison to a former cellmate. The letter reads: 

“I wish you could see us today—outwardly gray, poor, stripped 
to the skin, so it seems. But it is only a seeming, only on the out- 
side. Never has life behind and inside us betn less gray, never has 
blood been more red. He’s trying to kid himself, you say. Well, 
just consider yourself when you were here. Even though it was 
strenuous, you nevertheless lived, felt the pulse of life even in the 
grayest of gray, which you lived through the final months. You 
expressed this yourself the last time I talked with you. And today 
it is still more clear. Seen from the outside it may appear grayer 
than ever, marked with hunger and distress, loss and suffering. 
But inwardly, life presses forward irresistably.”

To Process Foods.

LAGRANGE, Ga., June 19.— 
LaGrange’s and Troup. county’s 
newest community enterprise, a) 
fully equipped cannery for use of) 
all Troup county citizens, opened | 
for operation Thursday when hun- 
dreds of spectators. gathered to 
witness demonstrations of the pro- 
cedure for preparation and can- 
ning of vegetables, meats and 
fruits put on by experts in home 
demonstration work. The facilities 
of this. the largest and best equip- 
ped of Troup’s three canneries, 
will be available fo citizens with 
only a nominal cost for cans used, 
each canner furnishing her own 
products. 

This cannery, the outgrowth of 
interest of this section in a con- 
certed effort to co-operate with 
he government in its conservation 
and nutrition program, in preser- 
vation of foods, and the promotion 
ofa better standard of living 
through better food consumption, 
was built at a cost of $5,500, the 
funds donated by interested indi- 
viduals, corporations, and _ local 
county and city government, mak- 
ing it a_county-owned enterprise 
for Troup county citizens. 

The building is 22 by 64 feet, 
With a boiler room 16 by 20 feet. 
Here the fruits and vegetables are 
canned and marked for their own- 
ers 
In addition to. the canning fa- 
cilities, there are two double-jack- 
et cookers of 40-gallon capacity for 
the preservation and processing of 
meats or fruits in large quantities; | 
three open-bath cookers of 120 
quarts capacity each, for those 
vegetables and fruits which do 
not necessarily require cooking 
under pressure; a large range with 
adequate iron fryers for the sear- 
ing of meats or cooking of sau- 
sages before canning; lifters, peel- 
“ers, tables, chairs and all conven- 
iences available for the most mod- 
ern in canneries. 

Officials state the daily capacity 
for LaGrange’s new cannery will 
be between five and six thousand 
cans, with the scheduled days for 
operation listed Tuesdays, 
Thursdavs and Saturdays. These 
are tentative dates, with more 
days of operation to be announced 
if the demand justifies it. 

Experts in canning will be main- 
tained at the plant at all times, | 
and available at all times for anv
